Roses regulations base maximum allowable float size on 
the distance of the chassis from axel to axel. The 28 1/ 

2’ distance (up from 16’) results in bigger allowable 
floats, which in previous years were kept to 35’ long or 
smaller, because 35’ is the cutoff for one of the prize 
classes. 

The selection process for the float takes place each 
year almost immediately following the parade, says Si¬ 
erra Madre Rose Float Association President Bob 
Young. “They announce the theme for the parade very 
early, and we take 2-3 weeks of submissions to get ideas, 
which are then submitted to the construction committee 
to see if they’re feasible. The ones that are, we then vote 
on at our general meeting and select the top five choic¬ 
es, to submit to the Tournament of Roses Association 
one at a time,” Young said. It’s important for the Sierra 
Madre association to select more than one choice be¬ 
cause the Pasadena group may, as it did this year, reject 
the first choice, which in this case was of a bear scrub¬ 
bing his back. The Tournament of Roses Association felt 
that the float did not match the theme, and rejected it. 

“They loved The Great Crate Race idea, though,” Young 
said.

department administration to initiate paramedic service 
in the city of Sierra Madre. I warned of its pitfalls and 
I was accused of protesting its initiation for political 
purposes. Of course nothing could be further from the 
truth. The truth was, and is, that I helped found the EMT 
service and knew, from past experience, the costs in¬ 
volved, and that the end of this 25 year plus tradition 
would eventually spell the end of the fire department as 
a volunteer service. Now that I am not running for po¬ 
litical office, I can no longer be accused of playing pol¬ 
itics and I can assij^ you the facts have not changed, 
other than to be more expensive. 

We (the city) had dealt with the paramedic issue in 
1990. We saw the community, after hearing the facts, 
go to the polls and voting, almost three to one, against 
substituting paramedic service for the cost-effective life¬ 
saving service of EMT’s.

pending change in policy by the fire department leader¬ 
ship in wanting to initiate paramedic service. 

Now the fire department leadership wants to start 
charging insurance companies for service and start a 
subscription service, where each household would pay 
$40 each year if they didn’t have insurance. Supposed¬ 
ly if you don’t have insurance, you wouldn't be billed. 
To support this service the department has budgeted 
$108,000 as revenue in their EM^budjget, with $38,000 
of it coming from billing. ' fexpense-wise the budget 
expenses are $99,947 with $38,950 of that slated for 
supplies, equipment, service, etc. 

Arcadia’s experience with the subscription service 
showed less that 20% participation. Multiply $40 times 
20% of the Sierra Madre households and it would not 
make much of a dent in the proposed budget. 

This will be only the first “hit” on the residents since, 
by the chiefs own figures, the start-up cost for his pro¬ 
posed paramedic service would be between $3(X),000 
and $500,000 plus $ 1.7 million every five years. (These 
figures were quoted back in 1S190, imagine what they 
would be today). With an average of 500 calls a year, it 
is apparent everyone’s insurance company would need 
to be billed approximately $1,000 for use of the service. 

That’s just the beginning. It is a county requirement

that the city have eight certified paramedics before the 
city could be certified for paramedic service. This would 
mean eight men’s wages for answering one and one-half 
calls a day. The last police chief noted it takes 5 1/3 men 
to cover 24 hours a day, seven days a week, thus it’s 
possible 11 men would be needed. It would only make 
sense for these to be Firefighters, thus we now would 
have a partly paid fire department, and as other cities 
have experienced, this ends up with a foil paid depart¬ 
ment. A typical budget would be in excess of one mil¬ 
lion dollars per year. 

Let’s hope cool heads prevail and permit us to sus¬ 
tain our present system maintained by donations and 
fond-raisers and one where all residents feel they are a 
partner, as they have in the past.
